The year 1974 was noteworthy for changes in school finance in the 

: State of New York. One set of changes is: the institution of a 
new budget classification system and a revision of the budgeting 
format.

This twenty-fourth ‘annual report reflects an effort to orovide 
pertinent data on revenues, staffing, and attendance for the 89 
school districts in the Six counties of ‘'estern New York. 


Data for two separate school fiscal years is included. Section A 
reports data on actual exoenditures and revenues: for the 1973-74 
fiscal year and is based mainly on state final budget reports, 
’ the ST-3 for 1973-74. Section B reports data for the current

relative to selected objects of expenditures. For exame, the 
new classification, general pport, includes-categories of board 
of education, finance and ~tentral services, etc., which in pre- 
vious #ssues were reported separately. Selected budget items have 
been taken out of the large classification categories and reported 


separately. These include operation and ma*ntenance ard items of 
district-wide non-instructional and,instructtonal expenditures. 
The analysis of staffing policy iS maintained as *well as a‘ 


listina of expenditure items as a per cent of total general fund 


expenses. A new category, BOCES expenditures, has been added to 
reflect expenses ~for services from the Boards of Ccoperative 
Educational Services. ”

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INTRODUCTION : 


Financing Our Schools, 1975 is designed.to help schoo! districts 
evaluate their fiscal decisions by making comparisons with their 
neighboring districts in Western New York. A school district 
which has maintained a file of finance studies over the past 21 
years alsd has a- valuable resource for comparing its current 
fiscal position to its position in previous years, although 
caution must be used since classifications of expenditures and 
per pupil units have changed. 


At least two tactics are useful in selecting school districts 
with which to make comparisons. One is to use the entire group 
of school districts in Western New York. the other is sfo\gelect 
school districts with similar characteristics to the diktrict 
being studied. Caution should be exercised in using the ‘data 


‘for 1974-75 since they are estimates. 


Generally comparisons with the entire group should be restricted 
to the computed measures such as expenditures/WADA, tax rate on 
full value, averages and ratios. The rank or quartile of each 
district within the total qroup is given for measures for which 
general comparisons are relevant. A rank of one is assigned to 
the district having the highest value for a given measure. A 
rank of 89 is assigned to the district having the lowest value 
for a given measure. The highest quarter is-given a quartile 
rank of one. 


In interpreting the meaning of rank or quartile it should be 
kept in mind that the absolute difference hetween districts of 
consecutive rank on a particular measure will usually be greater 
at the extremes than at the center of the distribution. 


The fact that a district may fluctuate widely in its rank from 
one measure to another is neither innately "good" or “bad,” how- 
ver, school officials should be able to explain such fluctua- 
t\ons. If an explanation is not readily forthcoming, the dis- 

trict would be well advised to investigate the situation 
further. Wide fluctuations in rank from measure to measure can 
result from inconsistencies in district fiscal policy. 


The district rank also gives some indication of. the adequacy of 
the district's educational provision. A district which consis- 
tently ranks below the median on most measures should seriously 
ask itself if this conditi8n results from economic operation or 


-program deprivation. On the other hand, a district consistently 


high on most measures has a great responsibility for insuring 


_the efficient use of these provisions. It should Be noted that 


there is an impressive array of evidence that school districts 
with better educational programs generally have higher expen- 
ditures than districts with poorer programs. Honey,alone, 
however, without its efficient use, will not buy school

Comparisons on more measures can be made among school districts 
when the districts are limited to those with certain similar 
characteristvcs. No two districts are alike, ‘but variations on’, 


-such important characteristics as size, abilify, location, growth 


rate and district age can be limited to the point where one can 
select several districts which are similar. ‘when the group is 
carefully selected, across the board cémparisons can be made. 


In this year's study, the same organizational format as in past 
studies is maintained for Section A, 1973-74 Actual Expendi- 
tures. However, Section B, 1974-75 Estimated Expenditures is 
presented in a new format which reflects the new budget codes 
and format of the revised SBM-1. Definitisns of terms used in 
each section are provided separately at the end of the study. 
Finally, in Section C, Analysis of Fiscal Policy, standard 
scores for several fiscal and staffing measures are provided 
for a district to develop its own profile. 

Certain measures have a more profound influence than others 
upon the ability of a school district to provide an adequate 
educational program. 


Total WADA - The size of a school district strongly affects the 
type and extent of programs to be offered. A variety of 
Studies have'indicated that efficiency of district 
operation can suffer from being too small or too large. 


Full Value Per RWADA ~ This measure is often referred to as 
“ability.” The more able districts can finance adequate 
educational programs without unduly straining property 

, taxpayers. Such districts are relatively independent 
from fluctuations in state aid policies. Low ability 
districts, find it difficult to finance programs beyond 
the minimum prescribed by the State, placing them at the 

- mercy of the state policy and its fluctuation. 


Tax Rate on Full Value - This measure is often referred to as 
‘local effort. High ability cannot be transformed into 
adequate educational support unless the people are 
willing to tax themselves to the required degree. Un- 
fortunately a local willingness to make a substantial 
tax effort will not provide adequate educational support 
unless this willingness is accompanied with an adequate 


tax base (ability). 


Approved Operating Expenditures/WADA - This measure, approxi- 
mately the same as net current expenditure per WADA, is 


most indicative of the adequacy of. the financial provi- 
sions for schools. This figure buys the critical 
ingredients of an educational proaram - professional 
personnel, teaching supplies, and equipment.

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Numerical Stafffml Adequacy - [t is important to have good 
People in the district's employ, but it is also important 
to have enough of these people so that their effective- 
ness is not unduly diluted. Numerical staffing adequacy 
is a measure of the numbers of professional people. 
employed. The level of salaries paid and the number of 
people employed constitute the two principal decisions 
involved in establishing the total amount Of money to 

; be paid for "Salaries." 


~ 
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Average Teacher's Salary - The most important investment a 
school board makes is in its professional staff. As 
much as 70 percent otf current expenditures goes for this 
purpose. The level of salaries paid by a district is an 
important factor in determining the general competency 
of the staff it can attract. In this measure, each 
school district is in competition with every other 
school district regardless of size, ability or location. 


There is no pat answer in evaluating school district's fiscal 
policies. In addition to the status n3mms provided by this 
study, the task requires a knowledge of the research on the 
relationships between. the reported measures and the resulting 
educational program, and a thorough knowledge of the district 
being evaluated.
